New York, Dec. 15— (A P )—Sec­ 
retary of Ag riculture Wickard told 
a meeting of eastern farm leaders 
here that g iv en full industrial em­ 
p loy ment and a ‘ sensible'’ foreig n 
trade p olicy after the w ar there 
would be a m arket for ev ery need­ 
ed p roduct a farmer could p ro­ 
duce. 
Addressing the last of a series 
of reg ional meeting s to mobilize 
ag riculture for 19 4? u-*r p roduc­ 
tion, the new food administrator 
asserted in his p rep ared tex t that 
ev en then it would be necessary to 
curtail some p roducts and ex p and 
others, but that “if we follow any 
other course, I don 
see how we 
can ex p ect any thing but a series 
of incurable farm p roblems.” 
Wickard p romised to "do ev ery ­ 
thing p ossible to make our na­ 
tional food p rog ram one closely 
knit p rocess from the fields and 
barns to the mess kits and the 
table.” 
I se Substitute Fo o ds 
The American housewife. Wick­ 
ard said, could help on the food 
p roblem by learning to substitute 
p lentiful foods 
for 
those which 
were scarce and, “abov e all, she 
can p rev ent waste.” 
"Farmers can p roduce enoug h 
food to meet all sp ecial needs and 
still g iv e all the p eop le in this 
country g ood diets,” he said. 
I 
doubt if they can much long er p ro­ 
duce ex tra amounts to be wasted 
in kitchens. 
It is as imp ortant 
to sav e a p ound of food as to 
p roduce one.” 
The ag ricultural secretary said 
farmers would not hav e the p rob­ 
lem of conv erting to a p eacetime 
basis as would industrialists be­ 
cause the need for g reat farm p ro­ 
duction would not end when p eace 
came. 
“In g eneral the same kinds of 
p roducts which are 
so 
g reatly 
needed during the war will be the

A Japanese machine-gu n nest 
began cau sing trou ble, so the ser­ 
geant' took a pocketfu l of hand 
grenades,

throu gh the 
bru sh and disposed of it. He didn’t 
wait to cou nt the dead, bu t the 
machine-gu n was silenced. 
The nex t night the Japanese 
attacked from

Bottcher heard them coming, sent 
u p flares and in the eerie light 
they were blasted back to their 
own lines, leav ing sev en dead.

If they arc to remain 
indoors for sev eral day s, cu t off 
the base of the tree at an angle 
at least one inch abov e the orig­ 
inal cu t and keep it standing in 
w'ater whose lev el alway s will be 
abov e the cu t. Set tree w’ell away 
from 
stov es, radiators or other 
sou rces of heat. Do not smoke or 
strike matches near tree. Su pport 
tree firmly so it will not tip ov er. 
Lighting — Use 
only 
electrical 
sets for tree illu mination. 
Dis­ 
card sets which hav e breaks, loose 
connections or worn insu lation u n­ 
less they can be repaired safely . 
J If a fu se blows, 
y ou 
probably 
j hav e too many lights on the cir- 
j eu it. Eliminate some of the lights 
1 and replace fu se. 
The ordinary

shal Henri Petain is moving: closer 
to cooperation with Germany.

At the same time. Fighting French 
sources here said, Hitler has de­ 
manded 400,000 French workers 
for labor in Germany. 
The elevation of the Dutch Quis­ 
ling Mussert was announced by 
Arthur 
Seysz-Inquart. 
German 
commissioner for the Netherlands, 
who obviously will continue to rule 
the country. 
Mussert will try to convert the 
extremely independent and 
out­ 
spoken Dutch people to the nazi 
way of life, it is expected. 
His 
tenure as fuehrer is expected to 
depend on his success in this task. 
Seysz-Inquart 
also 
announced 
that Mussert’s participation in the 
government would bring forth a 
new series of decrees.

said this probably means new op­ 
pressive 
measures 
against 
the 
Jews In Holland, a course w-hich 
Mussert has advocated over strong 
Dutch opposition since the coun­ 
try was occupied, and other law-s 
following the nazi line. 
Demands 250,000 Soldiers 
The Russian new-s agency Tass 
reported from Stockholm that Hit­ 
ler had demanded the mobilization 
of 250,000 Dutchmen for the Ger­ 
man army. 
Seysz-Inquart also disclosed that 
as a precaution against allied in­ 
vasion he w'ould "move certain of 
my departments and certain de­ 
partments of the Dutch adminis­ 
tration” from The Hague, where 
they w'ere "within easy reach by 
plane and also easy for the ene­ 
my s navy to shell.” 
Petain’s agreement to the rais­ 
ing of a new French army w’as 
contained in a letter written to 
Hitler Dec. 
5. tht Berlin 
radio 
said.
